Those of the T reasury Departm ent Do 


Not Look W ith Favor Upon the Sit­ 


uation—Step T ak e n to Check W h a t 


Appears to Be a Tendency on the 


P a rt of Banks to Indulge Too Freely 


in Loans Secured by Farm Mortgages. 


Washington, June 6.—The wave of 
land speculation which is sweeping 
through the Middle West, accompa­ 
nied by a sudden expansion of bank 
loans, and a large accumulation r! real 
estate mortgages by national banks, 
has somewhat aroused the apprehen­ 
sion of tho treasury department. Steps 
have bf en taken to check what seems 
to be a tendency on the part of the 
banks to indulge tot) freely in loans 
secured by farm mortgages, 
The controller of the currencj has 
instructed national bank examiners to 
pay especial attention to this matter. 
A number of reports l i v r e I 
en sub­ 
mitted during the past few 
winks 
which show that banks in the Middle 
Western section have acquired what 
might ordinarily be considered a dan­ 
gerously large amount of “slow” loans. 
Investigations which have been made 
in certain 
cases have brought out 
practically the same ret of facts. 'I hey 
show tin.t there lias been great activ­ 
ity of late in the buying and selling 
of farm lands in Ohio, Indiana, Kan­ 
sas, Nebraska and adjoining states. 


Forced to Take Mortgages. 
As a result of these sales and the 
incidental expansion in loans many 
banks have bt en forced to take over 
farm mcntgrg' s in order to protect 
themst lvt 
It is stated that the vol­ 
ume cf paper of this character now 
carried lo tin banks is greater than 
ever before. 
Apparently there is no suspicion in 
the office cf th*> controller that the 
banks have acquired real estate paper 
through any attempt to < vade the law. 
The national 
bank act prohibits 
na­ 
tional banks 
from making loans 
o n 
real estate or the stocks o f any c o r ­ 
poration. 
However, the law permits a 
bank to accept real estate mortgages 
iii order to protect it st lf o n debts pre­ 
v i o u s l y contracted. 
It seems that the 
“ B l o w ” loans in question have resulted 
in th** hanks obtaining most of their 
present farm mortgages. 
There has 
been an enormous 
in­ 
crease in the value of farm lands in 
the Middle West during tne past few 
years. As a result many farmers have 
sold their holdings and migrated to 
Canada. Th* movement has been from 
states like Ohio and Indiana across 
the Mississippi into Kansas, Nebraska 
and the Dakotas. 
The farmers of the 
states west of the Mississippi are in 
turn going into Canada, where good 
wheat lands may be bought at prices 
from $15 an acre up.
